Can you picture this kind of a man in your,. 
mind? -Is he the kind you would also want? Is 
Irene right or wrong in making out such a list? 
Before you answer these questions, what kind 
of a man do you want? 

You have" heard people say that "tastes , 
differ." The kind of a man that one girl would 
pass up is exactly the kind of a man that 
another girl would run right after to see if she 
could oatch him. But what happens if a girl 
never meets the man of her dreams — and of 
her list? 

It can actually become something of an ob- 
session. It is very simple to say that somewhere 
there is a right man for a girl.

They are an ideally 
suited couple and have three children. Ethel 
happens to be an artist and hence has some- 
thing sensible to say about a man's looks: 

"Draw a picture of the man you want as 
you see him right now. Then make him a little 
fatter. Add on some more weight. Remove 
some of his hair. Change his face. We all get 
older. And we do change. So don't be so 
worried about the physical features of the 
man you want as your husband." 

Sensible? I leave that to you. In regard to 
tastes such as sports and other activities, we 
should bear in mind that different conditions 
can give rise to different activities. If two 
people live up in a cold climate and then go 
to a tropical place to live, the activities they 
will do must by necessity be different. It cer- 
tainly is a good idea for a girl to*marry a man

t They are still arguing over it and the last I 
.heard was that he threatened to soundproof 
the living room and buy ear stoppers. 

It is sound that man should have the same 
religion as his wife. You read a lot about 
mixed marriages and you may meet some 
couples of different faiths. But let's put it this 
way: The aim of a successful marriage is to re- 
duce the friction points tjvat can lead to argu- 
ments, disagreements, ,and bitterness. When 
both husband and wife are of the same faith, 
you have removed one friction point. If there 
is any question about this in a girl's mind, she 
should consult with her religious leader about 
the matter. 

More and more people are going to college. 
Within a decade, you can say that a college 
education will be a necessity. It is a good idea 
for a girl to marry a man with the same edu- 
cational level that she has. Yet we know a lot 
of high school graduates, females, who have 
married college graduates, and the marriages 
are successful.

We 
know some girls who come from professional 
families. Half of them want to marry profession- 
al men and the rest business men. The work 
in which a man makes a living will determine 
the amount of free time he 'has to spen'd with 
his wife. It will also determine the kind of 
people they meet. If he is a dentist, a taxicab 
driver," or a teacher, the people with whom 
they associate will be entirely different. But 
what happens when a man changes his occupa- 
tion? Mary's husband Was originally a boxer 
and now he sells insurance. Jane's husband 
started out to be a lawyer and is now a sales- 
man on the road. 

Marriage is a partnership. The girl isn't going 
to get a man to wait on her every whim. No 
more than the man is going to get a girl to do 
everything the way he wants it done. 

The time has come for girls, with lists of what 
they want in a man, to be certain they are 
thinking in a land of Reality — and not in a 
land of Dreams.
